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Response to Arguments 



Applicants arguments filed January 23, 2004, have been fully considered but they are not 
persuasive. Applicant argued that Kaiser does not teach an arrangement of spread signals on a 
frequency axis and a time axis first and then rearranging the spread signals two-dimensionally in a 
regular pattern. However, in Figure 4, data symbols are spread and have an initial arrangement 
before continuing to a frequency and time interleaver (Figure 2, item 5), where the frequency and 
time interleaver scrambles the spread signals in blocks (col. 5, lines 58-60). Inherently, the spread 
signals were previously arranged according to a frequency axis and a time axis before reaching the 
interleaver so that the frequency and time association of the spread signals may then interleaved or 
rearranged. As shown in Figure 6, if the interleaving or rearrangement did not take place, the sub- 
carriers later allocated to each subscriber (Figure 2, item 6; Figure 5, item 15) would be in adjacent 
bands instead of separated by gaps in frequency as shown. It is noted that this interleaving or 
rearrangement is beneficial by preventing consecutive time periods or consecutive frequencies from 
being used by one subscriber where the consecutive time periods or consecutive frequencies may be 
subject to error (col. 5, lines 61-65).

Claims 1, 4, 6 and 1 1 are rejected under 35 U.S. C. 102(e) as being anticipated by Kaiser et 
al. (US 6,188,717). 

2. Regarding claim 1-4, 6-9 and 11, Kaiser discloses a multicarrier transfer system based on 
OFDM/CDMA (abstract, lines 1-3). The system comprises a spread signal rearrangement unit 
(Figure 2, items 4-5; col. 5, lines 28-65; Figure 6) for first arranging the spread signals in arrays 
(blocks) on a frequency axis and time axis first and then two-dimensionally re-arranging spread 
signals (Figure 4; col. 5, lines 58-61; note: the interleaver scrambles data two-dimensionally which 
would otherwise be unscrambled two-dimensionally — col. 5, line 66 through col. 6, line 10). The 
rearrangement is either predetermined or random (col. 5, line 60). The system also includes a 
receiver (Figure 3). 



Allowable Subject Matter 

3. Claims 5 and 10 are objected to as being dependent upon a rejected base claim, but would be 
allowable if rewritten in independent form including all of the limitations of the base claim and any 
intervening claims.
